THE NEW U. S. TARIFF BILL. 

Tho Chairmau of tho Coiumittoo of 
"Ways and Menus in tbe House (Mor- 
riaou) has iatroduced a newtarill" bill. 
The reductions on cotton fabrics, wools 
and woolen goods, iron, stool, silk, 
copper, gun-go\vder,iiiul soveral othur 
articles rango from ton to iifty per 
cent. — -tho avomgo roiluction being 
about twenty-livo por cent. Tea and 
coffee are taken from the free list, tho 
former pa^'ing 4 cents per pound, and 
tho latter 10 cents. A largo muubor 
of articles are added to the !i\:q list; 
among them are chemicals, dyos, sized 
paper, oruamoutal trees and uncut 
building stones. The classification is 
simplified, the duties being apeeiflo 
and in no case ad valorem. There is 
also a considerable increase on tobac- 
co and cigars. The revenue collected 
upon tea and coffee under Morrison's 
bill would be not less than $27,000,- 
000.- The imports of coffee for the 
year ending June 30, 1874, were 285,- 
000,000 lbs. and of tea, 54,000,000 
lbs. 

But while tho tariff is laid on these 
important articles, there are so many 
reductions, and so manj articles plac- 
ed on the free list, that the revenue 
from the whole would bo about tho 
same as before. The gain, therefore, 
would bo in simplifying tho tariff, and 
especially in taking away the tempta- 
tion to defraud by undervaluations. 
Seventeen millionB,more or less, would 
be collected from tea and coffee and 
something more than this amount 
taken off from a number of other arti- 
cles. The bill will probably be sharply 
contested by the high i^rotectionists 
of Pennsylvania and of some of tho 
New England States, But it will be 
earnestly supported in the House, 
while the author will have the back- 
ing of many strong men. 

It does not follow, however, that 
all Democrats will vote for tho bill, 
nor all Kepublicans oppose it. There 
•are high tariff Democrats and freo 
trade Eepublicans. There will bo 
protracted debates and all the ground 
will probably be fought over again. 
The measure is a Democratic one, tho 
leaders having promised to revise the 
tariff as a step towards reform. If 
this revision does not materially 
change the amount of revenue, tho 
opposition will come iDrincipally from 
the manufacturers of specilio articles, 
who would have less 'protection' than 
before.— S. F. 'Bulletin.' 



The Prikce's Intkuview with the 
Native Pkinces. — Tho lAIahariijiih of 
Dodhpoor refuses procodenae to any 
chief, and he looks a Kajpoot all over. 
Tho Maharajah of Joypoor, who suc- 
ceeded, was a different style of man. 
He is very liberal and enlightened, 
losing somewhat in imprcssivonoss of 
asi)oct by a large pair of spectacles 
which he wears; but ho rauk.s higii in 
the estimation of the Government and 
tho natives, the Rajpoot family having 
given a daughter in luiirriago to tho 
Emperor of India, claiming descent 
from Rama, some indelinite period be- 
fore Christ. The Miihiirujah has nino 
wives, but no children. Ho rules 
o^r two millions of people and n,- 
000 sq^uare miles of territory. Ho is 
oharitable, mild, proud and dignified. 
The Maharajah of Cushmero next ar- 
rived, preceded by cnirasHifi-.s, iiccoii- 
trod in the fashion of tlie French ]']ai- 
jiiro, forming a magnilicent 'cortege.' 
His interview with the Prince was very 
agreeable. He and his Firdars wore 
the Sikh hond-drcss and were abhize 
with jewels. IIo had been witli difii 
culty persuaded to cut dowu his gil't.s 
from £50,01)0 to £5,000 in value. Ho 
is making thirty miles of new road for 
the Prince, and declares that ho has 
no further wish in life now. His ap- 
pearance and bearing Rociirod good 
will. Ho produced a niopit fiivoraole 
im[)reHsiou; but without drawing any 
odious comparison, it may be said that 
Scindia, the Maharajah of Gwalior, 
who succeeded in order, excited more 
interest on account of his well-known 
character. His 'cortege' wu i very 
lino. Ho can handle a division of 
three arms better than most goneruls, 
and is altogether a man of markod 
ability and courage. To all thechiof.'i 
tho Primse gave gold medals of com- 
raomoration. But now 'jilaco aui 
dames.' Prom a closed brougham 
alighted a iignro clo.yely veiled. Be- 
neath a robe and closo-iitting trousers 
pretty feet stole in and oat. Another 
figure followed. The screen before 
tljo eyes was too thick to bo piorcod, 
but tho Bogum of Popal saw evory 
thing. She ifl not yob forty years of 



age. She seemed bowed down, but 
her daughter, not yet eighteen, walk- 
ed just as feebly. It ' is often such 
women as those who rule native States 
from the seclusion of Zonaua. The 
Prince received tho veiled ladies most 
graciously. They did not unveil, but 
it is said they are fair to seo. After 
the Begum retired — quite delighted it 
is said — came the Maharajah of Bew- 
ail, whose fine turn-out refleoted credit 
on Mr. ]5aiinermann, the political 
agent. Ho is a Rajpoot, and a San- 
scrit scholar, but s[)eaks English. Ho 
is also a tiger hunter. Ho has power 
of life and death, except over British 
subjects, and rules over 13,000 square 
miles, with a population of two mil- 
lions. Out of £'jr)l),()00 of rovonuo 
More than one half is alienated to 
jnghires, religious and charitable 
grants. His Firdars wore, perhaps, 
more pictureaq\io than any.

Hav- 
ing already reviewed the Premier's 
aj^dreas at length, it would bo a work 
of superereogatiou for ua to exnmino 
the points in Mr. Duck's address that 
are identical with the tirst-uamed gen- 
tlemau'fci.

colleagues in Parliament, Messrs. Dixon 
and .>Iuiilz, addressed tlieir constituents 
at Ijirminghaiii last night. 

Mr. Bright in his speech i)assed over 
tbe <juestiou of the slave circular issued 
by the AduUiTOlty, The matter was not 
HO easy as some supposed ; he iiuestioned , 
howeVor,. whether it was necessary to 
meddle with it. Ue bopiid they would 
explain thai afT.ur and tho Suez Cuual 
iiuridiaso sati iactorily. Mr. Bright con- 
iined himself almost entirely to replyiag 
to Ijonl Derby's (ipeecb at Edinburgh. 
He att.iclaul the law of primogeniture and 
monopolization of land by a few land- 
holders, and. argued that possessors of 
land should bo empowered to bequeath 
it as they jili^a.sed. Referring to the fu- 
turo policy of the Liberals, he advocated 
the assimilation of tlie county with tho 
boiougli framdiise. fie pointed to Bir- 
minghaui, with G(l,Ot),) eb^ciors, returning 
throe monibi'rs to Parliament, whils 
there were 70 members whose united 
coustituencies numbered less than 00,000 
therefore a redistribution of seats was 
necessary. Mr. Bright oonolnded as fol- 
lows:— "What I ask you to undertake is 
to strengthen and coafirra your own 
power by exKMiding your fr.mcbiso and 
rights to your fellow countrymen in the 
counties, tiivo the freedom you enjoy 
to tho.^e wlio are excluiled; give them 
also tho . freedom of the soil on which 
they live." 

Mr. Oeorgo Dixon and Mr. Muntz made 

speeches. 

A vole of confidence iu the ropresenta- 
tive of Birminglmm iu I'arliamout was 
carried by acclamation. 

Two amendmeiils wero moved, one con- 
demning the action of members in regard 
to direct represeptation of.laboj, and an- 
other denonnoing their aation on tlie

ed them. 

Mr. Bright explained that ho disap 
proved of pnltiijg up enndidates for Par- 
liiimeritas as|„.c|ully re[)resent ing work- 
iiigmeu. becansH having throughout his 
career aimed tu get rid of classes and to 
have people work as one nation he 
ilioughl it inppportune now that tbo ob- 
ject was obtaiued to revive class divi- 
sions.
